WILK'ESBARRE, Oct. 16—This morning President Mitchell gave out a 


statement accepting the arbitration committee as appointed 
by 
President 


Roosevelt. He says that the President having been unrestricted in the choice 
of arbitrators and the representation having been given to organized labor 
as well as organized capital, he will recommend a call to the miners to 
convene at once «nd declare the strike at an end. He asks the people of 
the country to be .patient as the miners will move as rapidly as their in- 
terests will permit. 


.WASHIGTON, Oct. 16.—The great anthracite coal strike is settled 
at 


last. A commission of six persons \v ith a seventh, Mr. Carroll D. Wright, 
as recorder, will adjust the difference:-: between operators and miners. 


President Mitchell of the miners' union will take the necessary meas- 


ures to call the strike off. The presid ent will urge immediate resumption 
of ruining and operations are expected to begin next week. 


Announcement that the great strike was off was made by\ Secretary 


Root with exuberant good humor suo rlly after 1 o'clock this morning. 


Organized labor has a representative on the commission in the person 


of E. E. Clark, grand chief of the Rail way Conductors, named as aTsociolo- 
gist. The President added Bishop Sp aiding of Illinois, to the list of five 
members suggested by the operators. As named the commission, is per- 
fectly satisfied to both miners and operators.

Confesses the Kentucky Murder—So! 


diers Ordered on Duty to Main- 


tain Peace in Lexington. 


Lexington, Ky., Oct. 16.—Earl Whit- 


J'ey, the young man arrested here last 
Saturday, charged with the murder 01 
Merchant A. B. Chinn and seriously 
wounding his son, Asa, made a com- 
plete confession here, admitting he 
and Claude O'Brien, his pal, did tie 
killing. 


Whitney made his confession to tL» 


officers in the presence of a stenogra- 
pher, who is transcribing it for the 
prosecutor. 
, 


He said O'Brien fired the shot thai 


killed Chinn and admitted that tins 
wound in his knee was inflicted by 
Asa Chinn in" the struggle that fol- 
lowed. He told where the pistol was 
hidden. 
The officers 
went to the 


place and found the weapon. 


It was a weapon stolen from the 


home of O. L. Slade that same nighi. 
O'Brien had the gun stolen from ex 
Governor Mitchell Alford. 


Whitney broke down 
under _ tbn 


Questions of the officers. The confes- 
sion is a long one and is said to l-e 
complete. 


When the fact became known tbai 


Whitney had confessed an angry mob 
began to gather and make threats of 
lynching. To forestall violence, Whit- 
ney and O'Brien were spirited from 
the jail by officers and placed aboard 
a Chesapeake and Ohio train bouni! 
for Louisville at 6 o'clock. Word lias 
been received that they were landed 
safely in jail there at 9 o'clock. 


The two companies of military are 


in readiness at the armories. 


At 7:30 o'clock,George Bain and Al 


DeLong, two citizens of bigh standing, 
were admitted to tbe jail as represen- 
tatives of several hundred mgn pres- 
ent and permitted to search the prison 
from top to dungeons. They reportei 
that the men wanted were not in the 
jail. The crowd in front then raised 
a howl and at the suggestion of the 
leaders adjourned to the court house 
square. 


Ex-County Clerk Claude Chinn ac- 


companied the crowd and made i 
speech to about 200 men. He is a 
brother of the man murdered. He *!•> 
manded that "justice be done." 


The crowd returned to the jail and 


demanded that Chinn be allowed to 
search it 
When he bad done so and 


became satisfied the 
prisoner had 


been taken a*ay the crowd sullenly 
dispersed.

closing weeks of the strike fully 230,- 
000 men and boys were idle by reason 
01 the suspension of coal mining. 


Of the 147,000 miners and laborers 


who went out on strike, 4^,000 left the 
coal regions and secured work in oth- 
er parts of the country. Some of them 
will never return, as they have secur- 
ed steady work at good wages in the 
big cities of the country. But now 
that work is resumed It is expected 
that many of them will return. 


How the Strike Started. 


Trouble had been brewing in the 


anthracite region of Pennsylvania for 
five years past. 
The last great coal 


strike was in 1875, when the miners, 
after a six months' contest with the 
operators, had to return to work at re- 
duced wages. This was a blow to the 
men and their strong union went to 
pieces. Many attempts were made in 
later years to revive it, but the min- 
ers, remembering the disastrous end 
of the strike of 1875, refused to join 
another miners' union. 


One of the bitterest complaints of 


the miners was that the big coal com- 
panies kept bringing in raw material 
from Europe continually, and as a re- 
sult the hard coal region had a sur- 
plus of labor, and the average number 
of days worked was not over two a 
week. This caused much 
discontent 


and when John Mi ten ell came out of 
the west in 1897 to organize the mJat- 
ers of the anthracite region he was re- 
ceived with much enthusiasm. 


Under the direction of Mitchell the 


work of organization proceeded rapid- 
ly, and in the fall of 1897 SO per cent 
of the mine workers were organized. 
A demand was at once made on the 
operators for more wages and the re- 
dressing ot various grievances, among 
them being a reduction in the price 
of powder. 


The companies refused to grant the 


demands of the miners and as a re- 
sult there was a six weeks' strike. 
Through the influence of Mark Hanna 
and other politicians 
the strike was 


settled on the eve of the presidential 
election by the companies offering a 
compromise and agreeing to pay an 
increase of 10 per cent in wages. The 
•strikers accepted the offer' reluctant^ 
ly- 


They went to work, but promised to 


be heard from later. In the meantime 
both sides prepared 
for the conflict 


which has just now been ended. The 
operators knew a hard fight was com- 
ing an dthey stored all the coal they 
could. The miners perfected their or- 
;anization so when the strike order 
was given on May 12, 95 per cent of 
the men employed in and about the 
mines were in the Miners' Union. This 
solidity of the working forces at the 
collieries gave the men a tremendous 
advantage and their ranks remained 
unbroken throughout the struggle.

Tells How the Coal Schedule Got Into 


< 
the Dingley Tariff Law—His 


Statement. 


Washington, 
Oct. 
1C—Since 
the 


statement made by Secretary of the 
Navy Moody, in a public address deliv- 
ered in Madison, Wis., a few days ago, 
that the duty of 67 cents a ton on an- 
thracite coal of the same quality as 
the Pennsylvania product was smug- 
gled into the Dingley .ariff bill five 
years ago, there has been consider- 
able speculation upon the manner In 
which the trick was do --. Now, for- 
mer Senator James L. Pugh, of Ala- 
bama, who was a member of the Sen- 
ate when the bill was passed comes 
forward with an explanation which he 
"declares cannot be impugned. This is 
how he says the coal schedule got in- 
to the law: 


"Senator Quay came over to the 


Democratic side of the Senate during 
the consideration of the bill and stat- 
ed to Democratic Senators that he 
wanted this provision for a duty of 67 
cents on foreign anthracite coal put 
into the bill by the Senate in consid- 
eration of his interests in Pensylva- 
nia; that it would not be adopted with 
a view ot being eancted into a law, 
jbut with the distinct understanding 


~~t&at.the Senate "would "yield, and it 


would be stricken out in conference. 
He argued that it would be a thring to 
trade on in conference to induce the 
House conferees to yield some point 
to the Senate, and, having been used 
in this way, "would be stricken out of 
the bill. Senator Aldrich and Sena- 
tor Quay both made propositions of 
this sort to the minority with refer- 
ence to a number of things. The bill 
was loaded down with, things in which 
the constituents of Mr. Aldrich were 
especially interested, the_Senator giv- 
ing a distinct assurance that there was 
no intention to retain them in the bill 
and that the Senate coferees 
would 


yield out of the measure as reported 
from conference. 


""•—'"According to a statement of Mr. 


Dingley, the author of the bill, a sim- 
ilar scheme of putting into the bill ex- 
cessively high duties, or duties which 
ought not to be authorized at all, so 
that they might be traded on in con- 
ference and finally stricken from the 
bill, was adopted and ptu into practice 
by the Republican managers of the 
House. Thus the measure was loaded 
down in both the House and Senate 
with, things -which no one defended or 
even regarded as tolerable, all of 
which, by mutual understanding, were 
to be striclitn out before the measure 
should be enacted into law. But under 
the stress of the approaching close of 
the session, or for some other reason 
the House adopted the Senate amend- 
ments and all of those things which 
It was declared were put into it only 
temporarily, to be stricken out in con- 
ference, became a part of the law. I 
distinctly remember Mr. Quay's efforts 
to secure the temporary adoption of 
the anthracite coal duty and his assur- 
ance that H would not b'c allowed to 
remain in the bill when enacted into a 
law."

of that which is now carried out in the 
British service.

pay the expenses of the British sol- 
diers. 


General Young hopes to be able to 


get the war department at Washington 
ti send a do/en non-commissioned of- 
ficers to England so they may investi- 
gate thesetting-up drill in its up to 
date form as it is practiced in this 
ccur.try. 


General Young said 


"The 
gymnastic exhibition we saw 


at Aldershot beats anything we have 
in the way of smartness. The men 
who took part in it were noncommis- 
sioned officers qualifying as gymnastic 
instructors. It was the finest thing I 
have ever seen in that line, and I feel 
sure that an interchange of exper 
io-nces in this branch of military train 
ing will be of mutual benefit ,to both 
countries. Earl Roberts received my 
suggestion with regard to the British 
soldiers going to th'e United States and 
picked out the team to go with the 
greatest enthusiasm." 


General Corbin said his experiences 


of the British army so far, led him to 
think there was but little difference 
between the American and British ser- 
vices. 


"They have their common joys and 


sorrows, perfections and defects," he 
said, "and in the admiration of such a 
place as Aldershot I found everything 
much as I would at, say, Fort Leaven- 
worth ;but the personnel of the enlist- 
ed men is vastly different. 
The men 


in the British ranks cannot begin to 
compare, from the point of view of 
brains, education and initiative, with 
the men who compose America's non- 
commissioned army."

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AMERICANISM IN FRANCE 


Interest In This Country Never 


So Keen as Now. 


DISTINCTIVE FEATURE OF THE DAT 


Arc Cropping Up on tlie Boule- 


vard* "Where Our Good* Are Exclu- 
sively Sold —Special Study Bcine 
Made of American Intlimtrj-—Great 
Popularity of Our Shoes. 


Never before have the French been 


so sensitive to American appreciation 
and never before have they taken so 
keen interest in American 
affairs, 


.writes the Paris correspondent of the 
New York Tribune. 


This development of Americanism in 


France is the characteristic feature of 
the day. One meets it at every turn. 
Shops are cropping up on the Avenue 


1 "de 1'Opera and the boulevards where 


American goods are exclusively sold. 
American boots and shoes, for instance, 
have evidently come to stay. They are 
to be found not only in Paris at the 
great retail establishments, but also 
in small cities and towns, such as Ly- 
ons, Rouen, Bordeaux, Havre and "Ver- 
non. American agricultural implements 
and machines are replacing the old 
fashioned hand methods of harvestry 
in the wheat districts of western and 
northern France. There is no reputable 
dentist in Paris or in the provincial 
"towns without an American dentist's 
chair and American dental instruments 
made of American steeL American pe- 
troleum circulates over the French rail- 
roads in American modeled tank cars. 


The influential committee for the de- 
>i 


fense of national interests, under the 
presidency of Baron d'Estournelles de 
Constant, is making a special study of 
American-industry with a view to de- 
veloping an exchange of commodities 
so as to meet the threatened American 
invasion of the French markets by es- 
tablishing mutual commerce where ar- 
ticles of luxury or of highly finished 
make will find compensating outlet in 
the United States. Indeed, Baron d'Es- 
tournelles de Constant declares that 
the increased importation of American 
goods into France is a benefit instead 
of an evil, as is maintained by French 
Nationalists. 


The Society for the Defense of Na- 


tional Interests has secured the serv- 
ices of Gaston Deschamps. professor 
of the College de France, who recently 
delivered a course of lectures on liter- 
ary subjects in the United States;,of 
Henri Hauser, author of a.treatise on 
"The American Peril and Its Remedy;" 
of Edouard Petit, inspector general of 
the. University of Paris, and others, 
•who are about to undertake a series of 
lectures in France and abroad, with 
the object of seeking and developing 
the means of mutual industrial de- 
mands of the United. States and of 
El-ance. 


The "American idea," as it is termed 


in- boulevard phraseology, is making 
headway in almost every phase of 
French life and industry. The Due de 
Loubat, the founder and patron of the 
science of "Americanism," of the study 
of ethnology and geography of Ameri- 
ca of the pre-Columbian period, has en- 
dowed the College de France with a 
professorship of Americanism, after 
having done the same thing for the 
University of Berlin. 


James Hyde, seconded by M. Leo- 


pold Mabilleau, director of the Social 
Museum is devoting himself *o multi- 
plying the intellectual and educational 
ties between the United States and 
France, and Charlemagne Tower, the 
United States einbassador to Russia, 
whose "Life of Lafayette" has just 
been translated into French by Mme. 
Gaston Paris, wife of the eminent dean 
of the faculty of the College de Franca, 
has been influential in disseminating in 
French educational establishments cor- 
rect notions of the United States. 
Americanism in France—in the specific 
as well as in its general acceptance- 
is making rapid progress. In almost 
every branch of activity Frenchmen al- 
ready turn to the United States for 
ideas and inspiration.

AN ELECTRICAL DISCOVERY. 


A Physicist - Tcll.i How He Found 


That LixhtninK Shuns Water. 


"Lightning does not strike the wa- 


ter," says Professor John Trowbridge 
of Harvard university. The discovery 
was made by the renowned physicist 
in his experiments with the highest 
electromotive force ever used, says a 
special dispatch from Boston to the 
New York Times. By means of his 
battery of 20,000 cells he obtained a 
voltage of G.OOO.GOO. which force,-he 
says, is at least comparable to light- 
ning and enabled him to deduce his 
conclusion. He said: 


"With my large battery I was able to 


obtain an electric spark about seven 
feet long and found that Instead of 
striking the water a spark of six or 
seven feet in length invariably jumped 
to some adjacent object in preference 
to striking the liquid surface. A spark 
of only a few inches iu length, how- 
ever, will strike the water, but such a 
spark is not comparable to lightning. 


"Beyond a million volts the initial 


resistance of atmosphere nir to elec- 
trical discharges becomes less and less, 
and the discharge therefore is shunted 
through the air instead of uj»on the 
water and strikes some object sftljaccnt 
to the water."

NOVEL BRIDGE LIGHTS 


Plan to Illuminate New York's 


New Structures. 


BBILLIAKT SPECTACLE PEOPOSED 


Thousand* of 
Electric 
Lamps 
to 


Spun the East River Bridge Like 
Necklace* of 1'earls—Llulitn From 
Towcra to DC Vned on the Blnck- 
well'B Inland Bridge. 
How to illuminate tastefully, bril- 


liantly and effectively the three new 
bridges that are to span the East river 
in a few years from now is New York's 
latest problem—the most difficult sort 
of a nut to crack—for such bridge il- 
lumination as this will be is altogether 
a new idea and quite without prece- 
dent, says the New York Times. 


The problem is being worked out 


high up in a building in the financial 
district, the quaint architect's rookery 
where Henry Y. Horubostel, consult- 
ing architect of the bridge depart- 
ment, has his quarters. 
By the mid- 


dle of December Mr. Hornbostel will 
have his plans in shape for submission 
to the municipal art commission in a 
series of pictures that in colors will 
show how each bridge will look framed 
in by a city's and a river's night light- 
ed as no bridge ever has been. 


All this is most interesting, for as it 


stands today and has stood for years 
the old Brooklyn bridge, as soon as 
darkness settles dovru, is one of the 
most often quoted and impressive 
sights of the United States, the great 
structure over the river, almost fairy- 
like with its lights, being the finest 
spectacle of the water front. 


The World's fair at Chicago gave 


Mr. Hornbostel his Idea of lighting the 
three bridges. The buildings were lit 
by myriads of electric bulbs. 
Some- 


thing not far from this plan is being 
worked out for the Williamsburg 
bridge, which now is far advanced in 
construction. 


"I said in print some time ago," said 


Mr. Hornbostel, "something like this, 
and it is the basis of iny idea for this 
bridge, which is first to be lighted. 
'The Brooklyn bridge lights at night 
have often been compared to a neck- 
lace of diamonds; I will make the new 
East river bridge a necklace of 
pearls.'" 


The "pearls" will be made very sim- 


ply and the phrase is quite accurate. 
The new East river bridge will have 
ropes of incandescent lamps that will 
outline the floor of the bridge, a splen- 
did line. But more than this bare out- 
line seems to imply will be done. The 
ropes of "pearls" crossing the river, ex- 
tending to the approaches on either 
side, will also be carried up the high 
towers, outlining them and throwing 
all the essential parts of spans, abut- 
ments, 'massive cables, beams- and 
trusses intq view, making up a night 
picture that New Yorkers will wonder 
at once it is completed. 


This basic idea Mr. Hornbostel has 


well in band and all that remains now 
s to work out his sketch in colors for 
Jie municipal art commission and to 
plan just how the lights shall be ar- 
ranged. 


The general plan is simple. These 


incandescent lights will be set about a 
foot apart and.will be ea,sy to renew 
when a lamp Burns out 


The plan given above is for the East 


river bridge alone. For the Manhattan 
)ridge, that for which the caissons are 
now being sunk, unnoticed by the pub- 
ic, to span the river from the Bowery 
at Canal street to Fulton and De Kalb 
avenues, Brooklyn. "Bridge No. 3" of- 
icially, and for the Blackwell's island 
bridge, the piers of which 'are now 
rising, he is working on yet more com- 
plete and modern systems of lighting. 


For the latter Mr. Hornbostel pro- 


poses to have no string of lights, no 
ingle lamps, no electroliers or candc- 
abra—nothing hitherto associated with 
he science of lighting bridges. 
In- 


;tead of these he will light the entire 
itrueture from one end to the other by 
igbts from his towers alone. 
Each tower will have at its top eight 
igbts, each pair illuminating the road- 
way just below it on either side. A 
oadway of light will thus correspond 
with the roadway actual and. arranged 
with precision, will become a part of it. 
?he concentration of such broad beams 
>f illumination will be no more un- 
jleasant, Mr. Hornbostel says, than if 
he sun at midday is looked straight 
t and will not be open even to that 
bjection unless the lights arc stared 
iirectly at by design. 
There will not be a shadow on this 
iridge lighted solely from the towers. 
)f this Mr. Hornbostel is assured. The 
scientific value of this new plau is ap- 


arent It will throw the lights just 
vhere they are wanted. A man on 
>ach tower can always keep them in 
xirfect order. And from the river and 
rom all the three Iwroughs of Mnn- 
attau. the Bronx and Brooklyn the \ 
ridjre that is lighted in this way will 


Ktand out grandly against a night sky.

the Coal Problem. 


NOVEL WAY OP HEATING BTOYES 


MAPLE GROWING VALUABLE 


Fir and Cedar Destmetloh Slakes 


Jfew tJ«e» For Cheaper I/amber. 
The' rapid destruction of the Cr and 


cedar forests of Washington is causing 
new uses to be found for maple, hem- 
lock and spruce timber, which are ex- 
ceedingly abundant in many localities 
throughout the state, says the San 
Francisco Chronicle. 
At 
fiamilton, 


Skagit, county, a specialty'His- being 
made of maple, which but a few years 
ago was considered worthless except 
for firewood. A large quantity of this 
lumber has recently been cut on a spe- 
cial order for J. J. Hill. Jr. The con- 
tract price was §50 per thousand. 


It makes one of the finest kinds of 


finishing lumber in the world, yet mil- 
lions of feet of it have been burned in 
clearing small farms along the Skagit 
river bottoms. Many lumbermen, real- 
izing that good profits can be made on 
mapls, have purchased large tracts of 
maple forests and will erect mills. 
Quantities of hemlock are being cut 
and marketed at good prices. Promi- 
nent lumbermen are sanguine in their 
belief that maple and hemlock will be 
scon shipped throughout the country 
and to foreign markets for making line 
furniture. 


BIG. WHALE FOR ENGLAND. 


Chicago Academy of Science Had Jfo 


Place to Display Hc^c Skeleton. 
Chicago's pioneer whale is to take its 


departure, and several tons of it are 
now being crated for shipment to Lon- 
don, where it will be put together for 
the edification of people who may visit 
the British Academy of Sciences, says 
the Chicago News.

York Evening World. The bricks maj 
be used in the stove like ordinary coals 
for either heating or cooking purposes 
Frederick A,ntholz has solved, he says, 
the problem of the lack of anthracite, 
and he has proved the fact to the satis 
faction of not only himself and the 
members of his family, but to scores of 
persons in his neighborhood, to whom 
he has liberally imparted his secret. 


lie is enthusiastic over his discovery, 


and so are those who have tried his 
plan, for that matter. It works like a 
charm, they declare. Here is his idea 
for setting the coal trust at defiance: 


Saturate a relay of ordinary house 


bricks in a bucket of oil. One gallon of 
oil, costing 10 cents, will effectually lu- 
bricate ten bricks, nud each brick will 
burn with an intense heat for a period 
of time sufficient to cook the entire 
meal for a family of six persons. The 
cost lies only in the amount of oil con- 
sumed, and a gallon of oil will sulhce 
for the day's heating and cooking. 


Antholz has been using brick fuel for 


the past few weeks, and he has. come 
to the conclusion that he is henceforth 
independent of the coal trust. Besides, 
he declares, the cost is fully 70 per 
cent cheeper than with the use of coal. 
He has experimented also with the oil 
brick until he has discovered some 
things which will be useful to others, 
who will be glad to know of this ad- 
mirable substitute for the priceless 
anthracite. 


In the first place, says Antholz, it is 


necessary to soak the bricks thorough- 
ly before attempting to set fire to them. 
For this purpose he suggests the use of 
a square pan or a bucket which will 
contain half a dozen bricks if intended 
for family use, although one brick can 
be treated in the same manner for the 
first experimental test. Fully submerge 
the bricks in common kerosene oil. Get 
the best oil. 


In half an hour the bricks will be 


found to have absorbed considerable 
of the oil, if not all that hns been 
poured into the receptacle. 
Pour in 


more oil and let the bricks soak for an 
hour. Lift out one of the bricks, allow- 
ing it to drain for a minute over the oil 
receptacle. Then place It on the empty 
grate of the stove. 


Now conies the next move, which 


must be observed if success is to at- 
tend the project 
Reduce the draft 


under the grate, leaving just a trifle 
of an opening in the vents through 
which air may reach the burning brick. 
Then partly close the damper or draft 
leading to the pipe or chimney. 


These precautions are absolutely nec- 


essary, for as comparatively little 
smoke attends the blaze and fierce 
combustion follows the ignition of the 
oil the reduction of the draft is im- 
perarJve. 


The brick can be lighted with a 


match, or, better still, a bit of burning 
paper, which is held beneath the grate 
directly under the brick until the lat- 
ter bursts into flame. Then close the 
drafts 
as 
described. 
An 
intense 


heat will at once be thrown out and 
the combustion will continue uniformly 
for fully an hour. 


When the brick is burned out. remove 


It to a place to cool off and, if more 
tire is needed, take another of your re- 
lay of bricks and place in the stove, 
starting the fire as before. The first 
brick when thoroughly cool may again 
be placed in the oil. when it will again 
become ready for firing.
